LocaTION 


The campus is located on seventy-five 
wooded acres on the highest hilltop in 
the District of Columbia at Massachu- 
setts and Nebraska Avenues, Northwest. 
It is conveniently reached by N-1 and 
N-2 buses from downtown Washington, 
by the Crosstown H-2 bus with transfer 
to N-2 at 49th Street and Massachusetts 
Avenue, and by No. 30 streetcar with 
transfer to the N-2 bus at Massachusetts 
and Wisconsin Avenues. 


BEGINNING OF THE COLLEGE YEAR 


The college year for all new students, 
including students entering with ad- 
vanced credit, begins with the orientation 
week on Friday morning, September 15. 
All new students live in the residence 
halls on the campus during this period. 
The cost of such residence is included in 
the tuition fee; new students make no 
additional payment for room or meals. 
Residence halls are open for occupancy 
on Thursday afternoon, September 14. 

The orientation program is carefully 
planned (1) to establish an esprit de 
corps among the students and an appre- 
ciation of the traditions and ideals of the 
College; (2) to help students clarify 
their educational objectives and to under- 
stand the nature of the rigorous aca- 
demic objectives of the University; (3) 
_to appreciate the resources of Washing- 
ton and how they may be utilized in the 
educational process; and (4) to develop 
study habits, time budgets, and social 
ideals. 


New students who do not live in the 
residence halls during the college year 
will vacate their room occupied during 
orientation week on or before noon on 


Wednesday, September 19. 


REGISTRATION

week register in Battelle Memorial Hall 
on Friday, September 15, beginning at 
10:00 a.m. and on Saturday, September 
16, at 8:30 a.m. 

All other students register on Tues- 
day, September 19, beginning at 10:00 
a.m. 


MATRICULATION CONVOCATION 


The Matriculation Convocation will 
be held in Metropolitan Memorial 
Church on Wednesday, September 20, 
at 8:15 p.m. Students are required to 
attend. 

First CLASSES 


Classes begin on Thursday morning, 
September 21, at 8:30 a.m. 


ADMISSION 


A student is admitted either to fresh- 
man or to advanced standing. The Col- 
lege has an established policy of en- 
couraging graduates of junior colleges to 
continue their university level work in 
Washington. 


Freshman Standing: <A student is ad- 
mitted to freshman standing either by 
certificate or examination. A graduate 
of an approved secondary school may be 
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admitted if such student has completed 
a minimum of fifteen units of work, at 
least twelve of which must be presented 
in academic subjects such as English, 
foreign languages, mathematics, natural 
sciences, and social sciences. The other 
three units may be presented in any sub- 
jects in the regular curriculum of the 
secondary school. “The Committee on 
Admissions accepts a student whose tran- 
script of record indicates that the appli- 
cant is capable of superior academic per- 
formance. 

A student may also be admitted upon 
certification by the College Entrance 
Board. 


Advanced Standing: A student is ad- 
mitted to advanced standing by transfer 
from an accredited institution, provided 
such student’s previous college record is 
acceptable and indicates superior aca- 
demic performance in progress toward 
graduation. A student entering with 
advanced standing must meet the specific 
graduation requirements of The Ameri- 
can University, including the residence 
requirement of a minimum of thirty 
semester hours of work satisfactorily 
passed. 

ADMISSION PROCEDURE 


Application for admission is made to 
the Dean of the College by submission of 
the following documents on forms sup- 


plied by the Dean’s Office: 

1. Application for admission filled out 
in the applicant’s own handwriting. 

2. Transcript of record filled out by 
the secondary school principal or head- 
master and transmitted directly to the 


Dean. 


3. A matriculation form filled out by 
the applicant and accompanied by a fee 
of $10 which is applied on the student’s 
account for the semester or returned if 
the applicant is refused admission. 


4. A health form submitted by the 
student’s family physician after the stu- 
dent has been accepted and the matricu- 
lation fee paid. 


RESIDENCE 
During the academic year 1944-1945 


students reside in the Women’s Resi- 
dence Hall or Hamilton House. Appli- 
cation for residence accommodation is 
made to the Bursar. A room deposit of 
$10 must accompany the request for room 
reservation. Rooms are single, shared 
with one roommate, or shared with two 
roommates. 


Maip SERVICE 


The College provides adequate maid 
service in both residence halls, which are 
in charge of the University housekeeper, 
but students are expected to make their 
own beds. 

LINEN 


The housekeeper supplies sheets, pil- 
low cases, towels, and wash cloths and 
provides for the laundry service of these 
items at the expense of the College. 


FURNISHINGS 


The room of an upperclass woman is 
furnished with a single bed, pillow, 
blankets, dresser, study desk and chair, 
Venetian blinds, and rug. An upper- 
class woman supplies her study lamps, 
waste baskets, and shoe bags. 

The room of an underclass woman is 
furnished with a comfortable Hollywood 
bed, pillow, blankets, dresser, study desk 
and chair, and Venetian blinds. 


SUPERVISION 


The residence halls are supervised by 
the Dean of Women. Each hall is di- 
rectly in charge of a carefully selected 
head resident who is assisted by a gradu- 
ate resident in charge of each residence 
wing.

Desk Duty 


During the war period each student 
in residence is required to perform a cer- 
tain amount of desk duty in the residence 
halls. This obligation amounts to about 
two hours a month. 


THe Dininc Room 


Students in residence take their meals 
in the dining room located in the 
Women’s Residence Hall. Breakfasts 
and luncheons are served cafeteria style; 
dinner may be leisurely enjoyed at the 
convenience of the students during the 
hour beginning at 6:00 p.m. 


STUDENT HEALTH 


Recognizing the strenuous character 
of the curricular and extracurricular 
program, the College maintains a health 
service directed by a physician and two 
resident nurses. Continued evaluation 
is made of each student’s physical con- 
dition. Adequate infirmary rooms are 
provided. 

CHAPEL 


Chapel is held in Metropolitan Me- 
morial Church on Thursday at 11:20 
a.m. Attendance of all students is re- 
quired. 


DIRECTION FOR New STUDENTS 


Baggage: Students direct their trunks 
to the residence hall in which they have 
been assigned rooms. Arrangements 
should be made at the Union Station to 
have baggage transferred to the campus. 


Mail and Express: Mail, express, 
and telegrams are addressed to the stu- 
dent at the hall where such student re- 
sides, and should be marked with room 
number. The mail address of the Col- 
lege is College of Arts and Sciences, The 
American University, Massachusetts and 


Nebraska Avenues, Washington 16, 
D. C. Mail is delivered to students in 
the residence halls. 


Textbooks and Supplies: Students 


may procure textbooks and supplies at 
the College Book Store. 


THE Cost oF THE ACADEMIC YEAR 


Tuition: The regular tuition for stu- 
dents registered for fulltime work of 
twelve to seventeen hours is $370, pay- 
able in advance $190 at the beginning of 
the first semester and $180 at the begin- 
ning of the second semester. ‘This fee 
includes a registration fee, fees for li- 
brary, health service, laboratory supplies, 
student activities fee, orientation fees, 
and admission to University events held 
under the auspices of the College. There 
are no other fees. The registration and 
student activities fees are not refund- 


able. 


Credit-Hour Fees: Students carrying 
less than twelve academic hours pay fees 
of $10 a credit hour. Students carrying 
more than seventeen hours a semester 
pay an additional fee of $10 for each 
credit hour above seventeen. 


Special Health Fee: The Student 
Health Service is available to students 
carrying less than twelve semester hours 
for a fee of $5 a semester. 


Student Activities: Students carrying 
less than twelve semester hours may pay 
the student activities fee of $15, payable 
$8 the first semester and $7 the second 
semester, and be entitled to the social 
privileges which fulltime students enjoy. 


Chemistry Breakage Deposit: Students 
in chemistry are required to pay a de- 
posit of $5 a course to cover the cost of 
breakage of apparatus; whatever is left, 
after deduction for breakage has been 
made, is returned to the student. 
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Residence Fees: Residence fees a se- 
mester are: Room alone, $115; room 
shared with roommate, $85 ; room shared 
with two roommates, $80. In addition, 
each student in residence pays a fee of $5 
a semester for bed linen and towels and 
the laundry service for these items. 


Dining Room Fees: Dining room 
fees include breakfasts and dinners; 
luncheons are ordered cafeteria style and 
paid for by the student at the time of 
service. ‘The fees for breakfast and din- 
ner, payable in advance, are $130 for the 
first semester and $140 for the second 
semester. Coupon books for luncheon 
may be purchased from the bursar at a 
discount of ten per cent from the cafe- 
teria prices. Students should expect their 
luncheons to cost approximately $80 dur- 
ing the academic year. 


RESIDENCE SEASONS 


The fees charged for room and meals 
are for the regular residence seasons be- 
ginning in the first semester with break- 
fast on September 15 and ending with 
dinner on January 30, with the exception 
of meals during the Christmas recess be- 
ginning with breakfast on Sunday, De- 
cember 10, and ending after dinner on 
Tuesday evening, January 2; and in the 
second semester beginning with break- 
fast, January 31, 1945, and including 
dinner, Monday evening, June 4. 

The Women’s Residence Hall is offi- 
cially closed during the Christmas recess. 
Students in residence from 11:00 a.m., 
December 9, to 8:30 a.m. January 3, 
will be assessed residence fees at the 
standard rates for such room occupancy.

THE EXTERNAL EXAMINATIONS 


The College seeks to evaluate the 
achievement of its students so that they 
may be given the maximum opportunity 
to develop according to their own ca- 
pacity and “stride.” As a part of the 
college measurement program, the Grad- 
uate Record Examination developed by 
the Carnegie Foundation for the Ad- 
vancement of Teaching is administered 
to all sophomores and seniors. In 1945 
the Graduate Record Examination will 
be given on ‘Thursday and Friday, 
March 22 and 23. Freshmen and Juniors 
will be required to take the examination 
together with the Sophomores and 
Seniors at this time. In addition, Fresh- 
men will be given some other examina- 
tions which are of importance both to 
them and to the University program of 
testing. Parents are privileged to ask 
for reports of evaluations and profiles 
from the Dean of the College at any time 
they wish to inquire. 

The College announces that with the 
matriculation of the class in September 
1944 it inaugurates a system of guidance 
and evaluation designed to benefit stu- 
dents in their intellectual and social 
growth. As a result, it gives this notice 
that any procedures developed may be 
made applicable to students enrolled sub- 
sequent to September 1, 1944.

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The College does not accept responsi- 
bility for students who require a special 
diet. 

CATALOG 


Unless otherwise specified in this Bul- 
letin, the provisions of the 1944-45 Cata- 
log are applicable to all students. 


VETERANS’ REGISTRATION 


The academic program of the College 
is planned to meet the needs of service 
men and women who return from the 
armed forces to complete their formal 
education. 


Procedure under Public Law 346: 
Any person who has served in active 
military or naval service since September 
16, 1940, for a period of ninety days or 
more and has been discharged or released 
from service under conditions other than 
dishonorable, is entitled to one calendar 
year of fulltime study or its equivalent in 
parttime study. A veteran is entitled to 
as many additional months of education 
as he has spent in service. The veteran 
receives the cost of his tuition, fees, books, 
and supplies for the regular college year 
up to $500 and at the discretion of the 
Veterans’ Administrator subsistence of 
$50 a month if he has no dependents and 
$75 if he has dependents. 


Entitlement Certification: A veteran 
may enter the College in either of two 
ways: 


1. by presenting to the Dean an offi- 
cial letter of entitlement from the Vet- 
erans’ Administrator; 


2. by reporting directly to the Dean 
who will prepare the necessary docu- 
ments, including Veterans’ Administra- 
tion Rehabilitation Form 1950, and ad- 
mit the applicant to College, if he meets 
entrance requirements, pending ratifica- 
tion by the Administrator. 


The Dean of the College will be 
pleased to send to any service man or 
woman or parents a copy of the Uni- 
versity publication, “Service Man and 
Woman’s Guidebook: How To Return 
To College From The Armed Forces.” 


Advanced Standing for Veterans: The 
College considers the application of each 
veteran as an individual case. Advanced 
standing is evaluated by a series of tests, 
competence profiles, and translation of 
training and service experience into se- 
mester-hour units on the basis of a stand- 
ard table developed by regional accredit- 
ing agencies for the use of registrars.
